The following is a part of Franklin's 
apeech just. before he _ subscribed his 
name to the Constitution to which he 
found various objections; and I submit 
that every United States Senator who be- 
lieves in a league of nations (as all but 
three or four do) should find in this 
speech of Franlin the best advice to them 
in all the world today. Franklin said: 


“IT confess that I do not entirely 
approve of this Constitution at pres- 
ent; but, sir, I am not sure I shall 
never approve of it, for, having lived 
long, I have experienced many in- 
stances of being obliged, by better 
information or fuller consideration, 
to change opinions, even on impor- 
tant subjects, which I once thought 
right, but found to be otherwise. It 
lg’ therefore that, the older I grow, 

1¢ more apt I am to doubt my own 
judgment of others. "iF 8 

“In these sentiments, sir, I agree 
to this Constitution, with all ita 
faults, if they are such, because I 
think a general government neces- 
sary for us, and there is no form of 
government but what may be a blesa- 
ing to the people, if well adminis- 
tered, and-I believe further, that this 
is likely to be well administered for a 
course of years, and can only 
end in despotism, as other forms 
have done before it, when the people 
Shall become so corrupted as to need 
despotic government, being incapable 
of any other. I doubt, too, whether 
any other convention we can obtain 
may be able to make a better Con- 
stitution, for, when you assemble a 
number of men, to have the advan- 
tage of their joint wisdom, you inev- 
itably assemble with those men all 
their prejudices, their passions, their 
errors of opinion, their local] interests 
and their selfish views. From such 
an assembly can a perfect production 
be expected? It, therefore, aston- 
ishes me, sir, to find this system ap- 
proaching so near to perfection as it 
does; and I think it will astonish our 
enemies. *°® © °® 

“Thus, I consent, sir, to this Con- 
stitution, because I expect no better 
and because I am not sure that it js 
not the best. The opinions I have 
had of its errors I sacrifice to the 
public good. I have never whispered 
a syllable of them abroad. Within 
these walls they were born, and here 
they shall die. If every one of us, fn 
returning to our constituents, were 
to report the objections he has had 
to it, and endeavor to gain partisans 
in support of them, we might prevent 
its being generally received, and 
thereby lose-all the salutary effects 
and great advantages resulting nat- 
urally in our favor among foreign 
nations, as well as among ourselves, 
from our real or apparent unanimity. 
{Isn't this just what the opponents 
of the league of nations have done— 
the very way that Franklin says he 
and his followers might have pre- 
vented our own Constitution from 
being generally received? We are 
all thankful Franklin and his follow- 
ers didn’t do it, while we sorely re- 
gret that the other fellows did do it. ] 
Much of the strength and efficiency 
of any government in procuring and 
securing happiness to the people de- 
pends on opinion—on the general 
opinion of the goodness of that gov- 
enrment, as well as of the wisdom 
and integrity of its governors. I 
hope, therefore, for our own sakes, 
as part of the people, and for the 
sake of our posterity, that we shal] 
act heartily and unanimously in rec- 
ommending this Constitution wher- 
ever our influence may extend, and 
turn our future thoughts and en- 
deavors to the means of having it 
well administered. | 

“On the whole, sir, I cannot help 
expressing a wjsh that every mem- 
ber of the convention who may sti!! 
have objections to it, would, with 
me, on this occasion, doubt a little © 
of his own infallibility, and, to make 
manifest our unanimity, put his 
name to this instrument.”

CARRANZA’S LATEST ACT OF MEANNESS.

Organized and individual effort may afford relief, 
but the first really effective assault upon high prices 
wil] be found in a return to a peace basis. 

The American people must have peace. We must 
get peace from the United States Senate. Until the 
peace treaty is ratified we shall be simply skirting 
the edge of the high-price problem. 
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In a lecture on “The Study Of Art in France” at

famous Ecole des Beaux Arts of Paris, but admitted | 
“it would take money.” F | 
That admission, it seems to us, was unfortunate. | 
Such a school, instead of costing money, could be| 
made to pay. The building of such a school could be | 
submitted to our hardest-headed business men as/| 
a business proposition. Its practicability could be | 
shown. It could be offered to them as an attractive 
investment. 

Consider France, for example. She might be called 
the sanctuary of art. But there isn’t a thriftier, 
shrewder, cannier people on the face of the earth 
than the French. Some 2,000,000 young Americans, 
more or less, can personally testify to that fact. The 
French make art pay. Directly or indirectly all 
Americans pay tribute to the art of France. It may 
be in the pattern of a skirt, the bouquet of a per- 
fume, the fashion of notepaper, the furnishings of a 
house. The life of America, of the whole civilized 
world, is pervaded by the art of France, and America 
and the whole world pays. 

It ts entirely practicable for American industry to 
take art into partnership as French industry has 
done. To do that we must, obviously, have trained 
and developed talent and taste. Such trained talent 
and taste can on e achieved by art schools. 

How are we t art schools? Lamenting the 
need of such schools and the fact that they are not 
forthcoming, “except upon public demand or through 
the further vision of the philanthropist,” Prof. Ells- 
worth Woodward of the Newcomb School of Art, 
says: “The manufacturer must see in the art schools 
the course of renewed ingenuity and beauty for his 
products.” 3 

We have art schools in the United States, of course, 
and we shall have more of them. As a matter of fact 
the establishment of such schools is now being con-

HEN Blake, in his oft-quoted poem, 
W “ricer, tiger, burning bright,” described 
the terrible nature of this animal and 
asked whéther its Creator smiled to see His 
work, and “Did He Who made the lamb make 
thee?” he put a question which no theologian or 
philosopher has cared to answer. He might also 
have asked the same question about the rattle- 
snake, the ichneumon fly, the botfly, the 
mosquito and many other pests. Who made all 
these, and for what were they created? 
Have you ever watched the sinister, diabol- 
ically beautiful ichneumon fly hover above a 
helpless caterpillar and then settle upon its 


| back to deposit under its skin eggs which will 


hatch into tiny grubs and devour the caterpillar 
alive? 

Or have you ever been the prey of billions of 
mosquitoes in the Northern forests and reflect- 
ed that. these insects had no human biood to 
suck until you happened along, Mving at other 
times on the juices of soft plants? Who im- 
planted {n them their thirst for blood? And 
why was it not provided that the ichneumon fly 
should use dead material in which to lay its 
eggs as most insects do? 

According to the evolution theory, every liv- 
ing form started aeons ago out pf, the jelly 
known as protoplasm, which was f less and 
apparently vold. Edward Carpenter, tn his de- 
lightful book, ‘The Art of Creation,” surmises 
that at some far distant day in the past certain 
forms of life took the wrong path, so to speak, 
and instead of evolving into birds and mammals, 
kept on the wrong road, slowly changing for the 
worse until they became ugly or venomous rep- 
tiles or still more frightful and mischievous 
parasites.

The Power that Works for Righteous- 
ness, they surmise, has to contend with evil 
powers, from whom have proceeded all those 
creatures and things we call evil. It is the doc- 
trine of Zoroaster in modern form. 

But, to return to our tiger and the other 
pests. The simplest explanation of them is to 
be found in the fact that, tn nature, we must 
have what may be called the balance of life. 


“If there were no grass and leaf-eating creatures, 


vegetation could never be checked. If there 
were no flesh-eating creatures, the earth would 
become a desert, because the herbiverous crea- 
tures would multiply to such an extent that 
they would devour every green thing. 

But, without man’s Interference, it takes every 
herbiverous beast, bird and insect we have to 
keep the vegetable kingdom in check. And it 
takes every carniverous beast, bird and Insect to 
keep the herbivorous creatures in check. The 
tiger and his fellows prevented the tropical and 
other forests and the prairies from becoming 
deserts. The stinging insects and parasites also 
played their part In keeping in check the ever- 
multiplying forms of animal! life. 

This view of things allows us to concetve of 
the creation as a whole, tn such harmony with 
itself as such a creation will permit. There is 
no need of secondary, evil creators or diabol- 
ical powers. It may not be “the best of all pos- 
sible worlds.” But, given a creation with free- 
dom for all its parts to be themselves, who 
among us could conceive of any other arrange- 
ment? And freedom, as has been sald so often, 
is the highest gift of Heaven.
